was 40 B. C. in Rome, and is of siVh 
I a character as to justify a belief that 
they had been long in use.

money by selling annuities for life or 
terms of years. 
It Is said that Eng- J 
land’s national existence during the 
wars of William of Orange was large­ 
ly maintained through the money ob­ 
tained by selling annuities.

without scientific calcula­ 
tion ; after a while the Northampton 
mortality table t*a3 compiled and used 
as a basis, and later the Carlisle 
table, but both these bases were far 
too favorable to the annuities.

Paris.—French archaeologists work­ 
ing In Syria have discovered at Haliyeh, 
in the Euphrates region, a Greek city 
founded just after the death of Alex 
antler the Great, 2.240 years ago, and 
abandoned In 278 A. LL, when the 
desert sands covered it. 
Among the objects dug from the 
ruins are a number of parchments, 
one of which, written In 189 B. C., is 
said to he the oldest Greek manuscript 
extant, and a series of valuable mural 
paintings. 


Accompanying the explorer Is hts* 
wife, the former Mrs. George D. Wid­ 
ener, who lost her first husband and 
son in the sinking of the Titanic. Wal­ 
ter Hinton, who made history when 
he piloted the N.C.-4 across the Atlan­ 
tic, is also a member of the party. 
The objective of the expedition will 
he the headwaters of the Rio Orinoco. 
This trip will he the most extensive 
ever undertaken by Doctor Rice, who 
already has made six attempts to 
reach the river's source. 
Mrs. Rice 
b,'vs accompanied her husband three 
times. 
The leader of tho expedition 
hopes to be able to trace the Orinoco 
to its source and return with accurate 
maps. 
To Bomb Hostile Indians. 
One of the most serious obstacles 
the members of the party will have to 
overcome Is the hostility of a tribe 
of cannibal Indians. 
The route of the 
expedition lies through country never 
trodden by white men. It is populated 
bv fierce and warlike natives and it Is 
to fight these Indians that the bombs 
are being taken. 
Hinton will he in charge of the avia­ 
tion section of the party and Jam es 
w. Swanson, radio expert, will super­ 
vise tile erection of a powerful ra d i o 
broadcasting station and receiving set 
with which it is hoped to keep in con­ 
stant communication with the outside 
world. 
The country which Doctor Rice has 
set as his goal is probably the least 
known of nny part of the earth. Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt in bls famous expedi­ 
tion up the River of Doubt discovered 
parts of it, but, according to D octor 
Rice, there are still 
thousands 
of 
square miles uncharted. 
The party will make its first stop at 
) Para, Brazil. Swanson will go first to 
Rio Janeiro and then trave! north to 
meet the rest of the party at Manios, 
where the Negro river Joins the Ama­ 
zon. 
At this point a steamer will bo 
chartered for the voyage up the Rio 
Negro to a point where the radio sta­ 
tion will be established near Bona 
Vista.
